KILLED BY BOMB 


German Commander in the 


Ukraine and His Adjutant 


Assassinated at Kiev 


Bomb Hurled at Men While 


They Were Driving to 


_Their Headquarters 


AMSTERDAM. July 31.—Field Mar- 


shal von Eichhorn. the German com- 
mander in the Ukraine, and his adju- 
tant were wounded seriously by a 
bomb in Kiev Tuesday, says an official 
announcement received1^ here from the 
Ukrainian capital. 


The bomb was thrown at the men 


•while they were driving, to their head- 
auarters from the Casino. 
The field 


marshal's adjutant is named Captain 
von Dressier. 
The bomb was thrown from a cab 


which dr.ove close to their carriage as 
they were approaching the field mar- 
shal's residence.

The assassin and the cab driver have 


been arrested.

DROPS TO SAFETY 


French Aviator Jumps From 


Moving Machine With a 


Parachute 


First Successful Experiment 


—Will 
Save 
IJves of 


Many Aviators 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE. Tuesday, July 30.—(By 
the 


Associated Press) Captain Barret; 
French aviator, has carried 
out 
the 


first experiment on record of 
falling 


from a moving airplane with a para- 
chute. He dropped 800 metres with an 
umbrella .12 yards in 
diameter 
and 


landed safely. 
He occupied and fell 


from the observer's position. 
Similar 


experiments for the pilot will be un- 
dertaken 'soon. 


Tne aviator crawled out of his seat 


when the plane 
was - above smooth 


ground and hung by his hands, with 
the parachute firmly attached to his 
body and lightly attached to the air- 
plane.. When he jumped the parachute 
opened perfectly and bore him gently 
to the ground where he landed un- 
harmed. This is the first time that an 
aviator has jumped from a 
machine 


with a parachute. Experiments which 
have been carried on during the pasl 
hava been made with sandbags which 
were cut loose at varying heights. 


Although the trial was made at 


height of 800 metres, it is 
declared 


there is no obstacle 
to jumping 
greater distance since the 
parachute 


has an even better chance to open 
When successful, the 
employment of 


parachutes'will save the lives of many 
aviators. Airmen will be able to leave 
their flaming machines and will not 
meet death as did Major Eaoul 
Luf- 


berry on May 19. 
Captain Sarrett was in the air about 


three minutes after he had cut loose 
from the airplane. 
He was composed 


upon landing and wrote a brief m 
sage describing his sensations during: 
his descent.

In addition i 
to the money needed for this, we | 
must meet our standard expenses, such j 
as coal, gas, electricity, supplies, books, 
etc. It seems to have been the fate 
of the department 
to require those

creased greatly in price." 


Chairman Walsh said that it had 


been suggested that the 
department 


buy only enough coal to last it until 
the first of January, but this was im- 
practical in his estimation. 
The de- 


partment 'couldn't afford to get into 
the middle of the cold season and take 
a chance on not being able to get 
any more coal. The only way to get 
coal in Lowell is to watch .the ship- 
ments to the city and when a dealer 
gets a large 
shipment, 
be on 
the 


ground to take it off his hands. 
That 


is the only way that a recurrence of 
the freeze-up episode of last winter 
can be prevented. 


He said that the 
department had 


been fortunate enough to have secured 
sufficient coal to carry it through the 
worst part of the year.

There was no effort to put a tax on 


gasoline, although such a tax has been 
urged. 
Tobacco Tax Increase to Come 


There was some discussion yester- 
day of the tobacco tax schedule. 
The

ed doubling the present rates on to- 
bacco. 
The committee 
wants more 


revenue than this would yield and 
will decide on the 
increases 
later. 


Data laid before the committee showed 
that consumption of cigars in this 
country .is. .decreasing, while cigarot 
consumption is mounting rapidly.

was about to throw anchor when a 
heavy gale overturned the boat. 


Mrs. Rokwcki and her daughter were 


In the cabin of the boat and were help- 
less victims of the situation. Rokwcki, 
who is a strong swimmer, swam to the 
overturned boat and pulled himself to 
the top. He shouted for help and at- 
tracted the attention of a coast patrol 
boat that was scouting around the har- 
bor. 
The boat took him aboard and 


signalled the government steamer at 
Fort Preble. 


The government steamer was on the 


scene within a few foments and after 
a few moments' preparation began to 
tow to the shore the half-submerged 
boat with the two women imprisoned 
in the water-filled cabin. 


The sloop was quickly beached and 


the 
women taken out. They Were 


Crushed to the army hospital at Fort 


Preble in South Portland. The daugh- 
ter showed slight response to the pul- 
motor, but the mother failed to re- 
spond to its reviving influences.

Tokyo took over its traction linos 


in 1911,. paying more than $31,000,0(10 
for them. The private competing com- 
panies gave poor and disorganized ser- 
vice, with no transfer facilities, and 
as a result rates for through traffic 
were high. Instead of stimulating city 
growth and extension, the street rail- 
ways were failing to be stimulated by 
this growth into new life and wider 
serviceability. 
Was it not at approximately the 


same time that In Chicago, city of al- 
most . exactly the 
same 
population, 


three competing traction systems were 
making passengers pay double fare 
and keeping the populace in an up- 
roar of discontent? 
Not Settled Yet 


How did Chicago settle her street 


car problem? Unification greatly im- 
proved conditions, it is true. But Chi- 
cago's street car problem is not set- 
tled yet, by that final step of complete 
city management. Tokyo's problem is 
settled—forever. 


In the seven intervening years Tok- 


yo's street railway mileage has been 
increased more than 25 per cent. There 
are now more than SO miles of double 
track in operation, and almost SO miles 
more projected but not yet open to 
traffic. The number of passengers car- 
ried per day has increased from 500,000 
to 715,000 in 1916 and will probably be 
well up toward 1,000.000 in 1918. 


In 1917, on a capital, investment of 


S43.000.000, the Tokyo municipal street 
railways earned a net profit of $90.- 
000—two per cent, on the capital and 
almost 20 per cent, on tho gross in- 
come of 55,000,000. 


Extension of lines and service, and 


purchase of new equipment, held down 
the profit. 
A private company would 


have taken out the normal interest on 
the year's business. ' And all this on a 
fare of—what? 
A Fare of Five Sen! 


Ah! The same fare as private lines 


charge in the United States! Yes? 


Well—not exactly. 
Look again. 


Five sen—not live cents! Five sen, 


or two and one-halt cents, for the sen 
In Japanese money is exactly equival- 
ent to one-half cent. 


Which rather goes three-cent fare 


one better. 
But it must be remem- 


bered that wages and the standard of 
living are lower in Tokyo than in the 
United States. 
Five sen car fare in 


Tokyo is relatively higher than three- 
cent fare in Cleveland. But it is hard- 
ly as high as five-cent fare. 


And, 
while the'Tokyo lines pay their 


employes lower wages than American 
traction companies pay, tracks 
and 


cars and other physical items cost as 
much as in the states. So all in all I 
think five-sen fare in Tokyo is a lit- 
tle better than five-cent fare in Boston 
or six-cent fare in Portland, Oregon, 
and testifies to a little better manage- 
ment. 


So municipal street railway opera- 


tion is a success in Japan, elsewhere

On 
all important Tokyo lines there is al- 
most one-minute service. 
Cars run 


more frequently than they run out Eu- 
clid 
avenue, Cleveland. 
More fre- 


quently by far. Headway between cars 
is cut down to the lowest practicable 
minimum in the busy hours. 
Cars Are Smaller 


But—the cars are smaller than In 


the United States. Most of these small 
cars are an inheritance from the ol'd 


•ivate regime. Larger cars are be- 


ing put in rapidly. 


They run more slowly. Power seems 


to be insufficient. 
The city buys most 


of its power from two privately-owned 
hydro-electric companies, and event- 
ually this will have to be changed. The 
cars are dirtier. But the streets are 
dirty, not paved with brick or asphalt, 
and the passengers' "seta," or wood- 
en shoes, track in the mud. The sys- 
tem of tickets and transfers seems 
cumbersome to an American, though it 
may not be so. But there is a uni- 
form pay-as-you leave method of col- 
lecting fares. 
The conductors are ef- 


ficient. The car cards are reminiscent 
of America. 


All-in-all it is an eye-opening dem- 


onstration of public operation of pub- 
lic utilities in a country only half- 
modernized. 
There 
are 
municipal 


street car lines also in 
Osaka 
and 


Kyoto. 


Osak'o operates* its own water works, 


as do-also Kyoto, Yokohama, Kobe, Na- 
goya and many smaller cities. Yoko- 
hama has municipalized its gas works. 
Nagoya manages also a municipal ab- 
batoir and other city undertakings. 
Got Good Foothold 


In general the public ownership of 


public utilities has gained a surpris- 
ing foothold in Japan, a foothold which 
insures a continuance of the socializa- 
tion of social enterprises at probably 
about the same rate of advance that 
characterizes this change in America. 


What Japan lacks in widely dif- 


fused public demand for this progress 
she ma'kes up in the closer centrali- 
zation of municipal government. 


The growth of a sojrt of state KO- 


cialism (any other kind is tabooed by 
the police) may cause Japan's cities 
to outstrip American cities in taking 


A traffic officer In a very busy sec- 


tion tell* me of an Incident he wit- 
nessed the other day. A man, stag- 
gering along-, very much under the in- 
fluence of Intoxicating beverages, was 
held up by a policeman, who demand- 
ed of the man, "Why don't you go to 
work." The man straightened some- 
what and replied, "Why don't you go 
to work?"

CITY CHARTER EVILS 


We do not believe in the policy c 


those who having made a mistake i 
favoring the adoption of the presen 
Charter, are now unwilling to admi 
their mistake and 
cast 
the emir 


blame upon the electorate. 


The electorate is not to blame for th 


fact that three men under our presen 
charter are given entire control o 
the destinies of our city. Neither i 
the electorate to blame if the commis 
sjoners chosen under this charter car 
devote a grreat part of their time t 
politics. 


Assuming that a commissioner win 


lives by politics is chosen to the mu 
nlclpal council, he has a term of two 
years in which to build up a politica 
machine to secure re-election. 


Is the electorate to blame for this' 
Again, it is alleged that where the 


electorate sends such men to city hajl 
It is useless to, amend the charter for 
the reasons that the same class ot 
men would be elected under any char- 
ter. 


That is a libel upon the electorate. 


The present charier puts in the hand; 
of the office-holder a. political weapon 
with which to defeat the will of people. 
A small body organized can defeat a 
great body unorganized. This explains 
why political barnacles are elected in 
spite of the people. 


Let us look at the question.in anoth- 


er light. Even under our present char^ 
ter despite political machines, we have 
had one or two good men out of every 
board of five. 


Uow suppose that we adopt Plan B 


and have a council of 15 
members. 


Then, without any improvement in the 
work of the electorate, we should have 
enough good men to defeat the schemes 
of the bad men. 


We should, moreover, have a mayor 


invested with the pow,er of veto over 
any scheme that might be considered 
against the best interests of the city. 
It would require a two-thirds 
vote, 


ten members, to overrule the mayor's 
veto. Here, then, would 
be several 


distinct safeguards 
under 
the new 


charter that cannot be provided under 
the present. 


Again, with the salary made nominal, 


we could induce representative men to 
run for office and they would not then 
have to fight and scramble for election 
as such "men have under the pre'sent 
charter. 


Besides, the ward representatives 


.would serve as watch-dogs against any 
scheme to rob the city so that the 
citizens would be notified whenever any 
such schemes were brought forward. 


Thus it appears to us, that it is very 


silly to oppose a bona fide movement 
for.the adoption of a new charter that 
is giving satisfaction in such cities as 
Cambridge and Lynn. The longer we 
tolerate present conditions the worse 
will it he for our city. Let us agree 
that we made a grievous mistake in 
adopting the present charter and has- 
ten to provide the necessary remedy 
in the light of our dearly bought ex- 
periences. 


TRIBUTE TO AMERICANS 


The French war office with its usual 


chivalry and willingness to give the 
glory of battle to its allies, pays a 
high tribute to the work of the Ameri- 
cans and the tanks in recent opera- 
tions. Indeed, it would appear that 
after the praise given to Gen. Foch and 
Gen. 
Petain, most of the glory of the 


allied successes since July 18th is 
divided between the tanks and the 
Americans. 
The tanks, we are told, 


drove into the hottest part of the bat- 
tle and recoiled from 
no 
obstacles. 


They attacked the center of resistances 
and the batteries of the enemy under 
terrific fire. That practically sums up 
what has been said of the American 
attacks upon the enemy front. 


The moat formidable of the German 


regiments were directed against the 
Americans, but were met with such 
vigorous resistance that they were eith- 
er cut to pieces or routed in disorder. 
In many cases in which the Americans 
achieved such victories they were un- 
aided even by tanks. 


"When the history of this counter- 


blow by General Foch is written, great 
credit will redound to the 
American 


forces, particularly the work of 
the 


Marines at Chateau-Thierry, the 26th 
division at Sergy, where 
the

Guards was thrown in to defeat the 
Americans, but were routed with great 
loss. 


The fighting of the French, however, 


always heroic, must not be minimized 
while giving the American forces their 
full meed of praise. 


COMPULSORY SOCIAL I N S U R A N C E 


The 
Constitutional 
Convention is 


considering the question 
of putting 


before the people for adoption or re- 
jection a provision for compulsory in- 
surance against sickness, accident, old 
age or other disabilities. 


Thoro is a great difference of opin- 


ion in record to this question of com- 
pulsory social insurance. Many of the 
opponents of the measure hold that it 
would bo. an unwarranted interference 
willl personal liberty and Ibo rights of 
every individual under the. conatltu- 
tlnn to life, liberty nnd the pursuit of 
happiness. Of course It Is presumed 
t h n l those inalienable rights arc to bo 
exercised na tho" Individual may pre- 
fer. 


Whether 11 Is within the power of 


the Honoral Court tn moke such Insur- 
ance compulsory In a lecul question 


which only the Supreme Court of the 
United States can properly decide. 


It is entirely within the power of the 


legislature to manage or direct any 
form of insurance of this kind; but 
compulsion of the individual is another 
question. The opponents of this prop- 
osition offer as an argument, that the 
fathers of our republic had in mind 
the self-determination of one's proper- 
ties as an attribute of the right of 
possession. 


The state undoubtedly has the right 


to legislate for the public 
good 
on 


many questions that appear to limit 
or restrict personal liberty to a very 
great extent. There is a limit to the 
power of the state, however, in deal- 
ng with such matters and now that 
this question has been brought up by 
he Constitutional Convention it would 
be well to have its legality tested so 
:hat hereafter the people of this coun- 
:ry might have clear ideas as to the 
power of state legislatures to deal 
with this particular question.

Hence it is very 
Jain that not alone are lodging houses 
lecessary, but eating houses also and 
n close proximity. These, too, might 
veil be established by the government, 
s owing to the present high cost of. 
ood, very few private concerns are 
tiling to assume the financial risk of 
tar-ting an eating house in the par- 
icular locality in which it will be of 
Ipst service to munition workers. 
Another consideration of importance 
i the housing problem is, that the 
great bulk of the people who are in 
earch of suitable domiciles are indi- 
idual men and women, not families, 
ence, it is not improbable that the 
overnrnent arrangement for building 
enement houses to be occupied by 
amilies, may not offer a complete 
olution of the housing problem. 
If 


ew houses are made available, there 


be a rush for them by families 
prefer new to old, who like the 


ocatlon of the new better than where 
hey reside at present, or, because they 
,eed more rooms. 
This would simply fill up the new 
ouses and leave the old or less de- 
rable empty, something that would 
e an injustice to the owners.

AMSTERDAM, July 31.—Given two 


hours in which to prepare for the end, 
Nicholas 
Romanoff, 
former Russian 


emperor, was taken out by his execu- 
tioners in a state of such collapse that 
it was necessary to prop him against 
a post, says the Lokal Anzeiger at 
Berlin, which claims to have received 
from a high Russian personage an ac- 
count of the emperor's la&t hours. 


He was awakened at 5 o'clock pn the 


morning of the day of his execution 
by a patrol of a

officer and six men. He was told to 
dress and was then taken to a room 
where the decision of the soviet coun- 
cil was communicated to him. He was 
informed that the execution would be 
carried out in two hours.

bassador as provided in the treaties. 


All British subjects and Canadians 


between the ages of 21 and 31 who 
have made declaration of intention to 
become citizens of the United States 
and who are liable to service under 
the draft law, may during the 60 
days from yesterday, enlist or enroll 
voluntarily in the British or Canadian 
forces at any British or Canadian re- 
cruiting station. in the United States, 
or may leave the country for the pur- 
pose of military service in their own 
country.

Those between the ages of 21 to 30, 


both inclusive, 
who have not made 


declaration of intention to become cit- 
izens of the United States and those 
of the age of 20 and of the ages of 31 
to 44 both inclusive, whether they 
have or have not declared such inten- 
tion, may have the same privilege dur- 
ing the next 60 days, if-'on or before 
July 30 they have been required to 
register under the draft law.

Garden Is Part of Back Yard, 


but Profits Will Pay for' 
New Piano 


(By Newspaper Enterprise Ass'n) 
CLEVELAND, OHIO, July 30.—Here's 


a" claimant to the title of champion 
war gardener of America. 
She has a 


"truck farm" in her back yard. 


She's Mrc. Emil Rain, a Bohemian- 


American. A L. Maresh of Cleveland, 
mayor's advisory war board, says she 
has beyond question the most remark- 
able war garden in northern Ohio. 


It is not an ordinary garden, for 


Mrs* Rain has gone beyond this by 
having- a combination of an ordinary 
garden in size and a ''truck farm" in 
quantity production, and to add an- 
other blue ribbon she does all the work 
herself, keeps three boarders and has 
three children to look after as well 


as a neat little home that Is spotless- 
ly clean. 


On this "war garden," but 40 feet 


wide and 130-feet.deep, Mrs. Rain has 
raised 300 heads of cabbagre this year, 
which she sold for S cents per pound 
(and 
they " were 
champion 
heads, 


weighing from 10 to 14 pounds each) 
and garlic .amounting to ?120. 


In a space taking- up the width of 


the yard and about 20 feet deep she 
has 
100 chickens 
and 
ducks 
from 


which she gets from three to four 
dozen eggs per day. 


Every inch of ground is used to 


grow 'something. 
"The secret of the 


size, of my garden stuff and the quan- 
tity received from the small space," 
said Mrs. Rain, through an interpreter, 
"is that I raise all my own seeds. 
I 


use no bone dust or any of that sort 
of thing for fertilizer for It kills the 
the ground. 
One should use manure 


to get the best results. 
You will 


never take, all the life from the soil 
as long as manure is used frequent- 
ly."As fast as the product of one spot 
is used it is replanted In something 
else. 


On this small space Mrs. Rain now 


has growing,cabbage, onions, corn, to- 
matoes, carrots, kohl-rabi, beets, par- 
snips, curley cabbage, beans, cucum- 


l^rs, canteloupes, horse radish, celery, 
- 
currant bushes, gooseberry bushes 


;-:-••"•'-n peppers. 
-To add to the neat- 


ness and beauty of the garden you en- 
ter 
through 
rows 
of flowers and 


through a grape-arbor 
loaded with 


grapes and the yard is shaded by four 
peach trees. 


The cauliflower, shown in the pic- 


ture, measures 12 inches from side to 
side and "she regretted not having any 
of the large ones but had sold them." 


Mrs. Rain imported many of her first 


seeds from Bohemia and has tried to 
improve on them each year, and from 
the results shown 'this year ' she is 
surely succeeding. 


The income from the garden pays 


expenses and this year it is paying 
for a player'piano. 


But the notable feature-of the har<3 


work of Mrs. Rain is that she seeks 
no notoriety nor prizes. 
She is oui 


to beat the kaiser and 
Is happy ant 


healthy in her work. 


And we must not forget the part that 


the father and husband is playing in 
this "beat-the-kaiser" game.' He is 
doing his big bit by working nights

City's Bridge Rights at Old 


Ferry Road Seem to. Have 


Been Preserved 


There is good prospect that the sub 


ordioates of Director-General HcAdoo 
tb« construction officials of the Boston 
ft Maine railroad, in other words, may 
be able to start building Lowell's 
fourth huge freight yard for which a 
million-dollar loan from the federa 
treasury has been made, within the 
next four weeks. 


On July 24 a public hearing before 


the Massachusetts Public Utilities com 
mission was held in Boston to receive 
Ibe petition ol the road that it be al- 
lowed to take tha land of 18 differenl 
property owners in the part of Lowell 
known as Middlesex Village, accord- 
ing to a plan filed with the commis- 
sion, for railroad purposes. 
Neither 


the Lowell city government nor the 
Board of Trade were represented at 
this hearing, each perhaps considering 
He attendance unnecessary. 


Ordinarily the public utilities com 
mission 
might leisurely 
wait six 
months before handing down its,deci- 
sion as to whether the Boston & Maine 
should be allowed to take this land, 
but inasmuch as this is in war time 
and this railroad is indirectly being 
administrated by Uncle Sam himself, an 
expeditious decision may be expected, 
undoubtedly within four weeks. 
If this were peace time and the com- 


mission granted the road this right the 
next procedure might he for the Bos- 
ton & Maine's real estate agent.- Earl 
A. Ryder of Boston, or his assistant to 
call on the property owners and find 
out what they would take for the por- 
tion of their property alongside the 
track that the road's surveyors have 
mapped out as being the land the road 
must have to create its new freight 
yard here. 
But this is war time and it must not 


be forgotten that this land is to be 
paid for with government money. 
Many citizens here are 
inclined to 


think an attache of the director-gen- 
eral's office. Washington, may be sent 
here to represent, as it so happens, 
both the United States treasury and 
the director-general. 
Such an official 


might call on a committee of five Low- 
ell real estate men to appraise the 
land in Middlesex Village, and the own- 
ers would then receive their award 
based on the appraisals of the local 
real estate experts. 
-This is a pro- 


cedure which has been done in other 
parts of the country in similar cases. 


Superintendent aiooney 


Supt. William P. Mooney of the 


southern division of the Boston & 
Maine was interviewed on the subject 
-of the new freight yard in this city 


by The Sun yesterday. 
He said he 


was not in a position at the present 
time, to give much information. From 
what he did say, however, this much 
is learned: 
Although the contemplated purchase 


of land allows for many other tracks 
to be built, the railroad, on this proj- 
ect, will probably build not more than 
tw.o tracks on the river side of the 
main line (Nashua and Low-ell railroad, 
of which the Boston & Maine is lessee) 
and two tracks on the other side of the 
main line. These four tracks will start 
from a point near the John C. Myers 
thread works and continue north to a 
point near the S,haw machine plant now 
owned by the 'American Woolen com- 
pany. The distance between these two 
points is well over a, mile. 


Land for this trackage must be cut 


off from property now owned by 18 dif- 
ferent owners, who are as follows: 
Wilhelmina and Paula Mendik. Harriet 
8. Smith. Costikyan Carpet corpora- 
tion, Joseph P. Cote, Isai Gauthier. De- 
borah Boudreau.

THE AISNE-MARNE FRONT, July 
31, noon—(By the Associated Press)— 
Efforts made by the Germans to ad- 
vance their lines against the Ameri* 
cans on this front .last night and this 
forenoon were fruitless. The Ameri- 
cans, for their part, were content to 
hold their positions along their slightly 
advanced line for the time. The Qer^ 
man line, however, is reported gradu- 
ally giving way both to the right and 
left.There was hard fighting throughout 
the night, but no concentrated attack, 
in force by either side. 
During the night 
the 
Americans 


made a pretense of retiring from a, 
part of the town of Serihges. 
The 
Germans advanced into the town, ob- 
serving the supposed evacuation. Two 
companies of Americans then closed 
in and enveloped the German force, 
killing or capturing every man of it. 
Both high explosive and gas shells 


were sprayed by the Germans over a 
wide area. 


The air forces on both sides were 


busy this morning. One of the Amer- 
ican observers was attacked by eight 
enemy machines but escaped and re- 
turned to his own base.

from all the employes in the service of 
the department for increases in pay.

"The school department has a large 


pay roll," he said, "and everybody on 
that pay roll has been affected by the 
increased cost of living:. In addition 
to the money needed for this, we 
must meet our standard expenses, such 
as coal, gas, electricity, supplies, books, 
etc. It seems to have been the fate 
of the department to require those 
things particularly which 
have 
in- 


creased greatly in price." 


Chairman Walsh said that 
it had 


been suggested that the 
department 


buy only enough coal to last it until 
the first of January, but this was im- 
practical in his estimation. 
The de- 


partment couldn't afford to get into 
the middle of the cold season and take 


chance on not being able to get 


any more coal. The only way to get 
coal in Lowell is to Watch the ship- 
ments to the city and when a dealer 
gets a large 
shipment, be 
on 
the 


ground to take it off his hands. That 
is the only way that a recurrence of 
the freeze-up episode of last winter 
can be prevented. 


He said that the department 
had 


been fortunate enough to have secured 
sufficient coal to carry it through the 
worst part of the year. 


'"If the committee intends to keep 


the department running," he continued, 
'it must have money and the -only way 
to get it is to have the municipal coun- 
cil vote it. I would recommend tnat 
if raises are to be given, that the 
municipal council. be notified of the 
needs of the department before the 
tax rate is fixed." 


]Mr. Keyes moved that the 
board 


communicate with the municipal coun- 
cil for a conference at which a state- 
ment may be made of the finances of 
the department and a request made for 
ncreased appropriation, the conference 
to he held before the tax rate is fixed. 
tt was so voted. 


Chairman Walsh then spoke of the 


request for an increase in wages by 
the employes of the department and 
upon motion of Mr. Keyes an increase 
of 15 per cent, for school janitors to 
date from Sept. 1 was voted. 


-\Ir. Keyes then moved and it was 


voted that a schedule of salary in- 
creases for all teachers and principals 
in Lowell schools be submitted at the 
next meeting, the schedule to be on1 
the following general basis: 


An increase of 20 per cent, for those 


receiving less than $1000. 


An increase of 15 per cent, for those 


receiving from $1000 to $1500, not in- 
cluding the $1500. 


An increase of 10 per cent, for those 


receiving S1500 and more.

The present excise tax on most ot

Motor trucks will be taxed only half 


the increased rate, on the ground that 
they are not in the same class with 
passenger automobiles. 


The automobile tax ivas discussed at 


length. Ijt was 'felt by some members 
of the committee that a large pro- 
portion of automobiles are used for 
business as well as other .purposes, 
but it was agreed that it would be 
Impossible to differentiate. 
N There was no effort to put a tax on 
gasoline, although such a tax has been 
urged. 
Tobacco Tax Increase to • Come 


There was some discussion yester- 


day of the tobacco tax schedule. The 
treasury department has recommend- 
ed doubling the present rates on to- 
bacco. 
The committee .wants more 


revenue than this would yield and 
will decide on the 
increases 
later. 
Data laid before the committee showed 
that consumption of cigars in this 
country . is .decreasing, while cigaret 
consumption is mounting rapidly. 


Chairman Kitchtn made this state- 


ment last night, explanatory of the 
work of the committee: 


"The committee has had under con- 


sideration yesterday the excise taxes, 
such as 
• automobiles, piano 'Players, 


graphophones, sporting goofls. cosmet- 
ics and proprietory medicines, cameras,

A distinction Is made between motor 
trucks and other classes of automo- 
biles. In the cane of motor trucks a 
tax of only 5 per cent, wai agreed to 
be levied.

"It also had under consideration a 
tax on admissions to theatres, operas, 
moving picture shows, etc. 
The com- 


mittee favored doubling the tax on 
admissions and club dues and also to 
impose a one-cent tax on all admis- 
sions where the maximum charge does 
not exceed 7 cents. 
Under existinu 


law, all moving picture shows, the- 
atres and other amusements,' whose 
maximum charge does not exceed five 
cents, are exempt from the tax. 
'The committee proposes tomorrow 


to take up the luxuries' tax sugges- 
tions of the treasury department. The 
tobacco tax schedule was postponed, 
awaiting receipt of some data and sta- 
tistics from the treasury department, 
which the committee has asked for." 
Yesterday's committee action, it was 


said, does not commit the committee to 
a general gross sales or consumption 
tax, although' that may be resorted to 
at the last moment if the revenue yield 
from all other sources is not suf- 
ficient. 
A war profits superimposed tax has 


not yet been even tentatively passed 
upon by the committee, but it may be 
considered this week. 
The committee cut the treasury sug- 


gestions in. half, so far as rates are 
concerned, on most of the articles af- 
fected by yesterday's tentative agree- 
ment on a 10- per cent, tax on original 
sales.

How did Chicago settle her street 


car problem? 
Unification greatly im- 


proved conditions, it is true. But Chi- 
cago's street car problem is not set- 
tled yet, by that final step of complete 
city management 
Tokyo's problem is 


settled—forever. 
In the seven intervening years Tok- 


yo's street railway mileage has been 
Increased more than 25 per cent. There 
are now more than 80 miles of double 
traek in operation, and almost 50 miles 
more projected but not yet open to 
traffic. The number of passengers car- 
ried per day has increased from 500,000 
to- 715,000 in 1916 and will probably be 
W.QJ1 up toward 1,000,000 in 1918. 
-In 1917, on a capital investment of 
$43,000,000, the Tokyo municipal street 
railways earned a ne't profit of $90,- 


j 000—two per cent, on the capital and 
'almost 20 per cent, on the gross in- 
come of $5.000,000. 


Extension of lines and service, and 


purchase of new equipment, held down 
the profit. 
A private company would 


have taken out the normal interest on 
the year's business. And all this on a 
fare of—what? 
A Fare of Five Sen! 


Ah! The same fare as private lines 


charge in the United States! Tes? 


-vyeii—not exactly. 
Look again. 


Five sen—not five cents! Five sen, 


or two and one-half cents, for the sen 
in Japanese money is exactly equival- 
ent to one-half cent. 
Which rather goes three-cent fare 


one better. 
But it must be remem- 


bered that wages and,the standard of 
living are lower in Tokyo than In the 
United States. 
Five sen car fare in 


Tokyo is relatively higher than three- 
cent fare in Cleveland. But it is hard- 
ly as high as fiye-cent fare. 


And, while the" Tokyo lines pay their 


employes lower wages than American 
traction companies pay, tracks and 
cars and other physical items cost as 
much as in the states. So ali in all I 


i think five-sen fare in Tokyo is a lit- 
itle better than five-cent fare in Boston 


i or six-cent fare in Portland. Oregon, 
and testifies to a little better manage- 
ment.

Got Good Foothold 


In general the public ownership of 


public utilities has gained a surpris-

What Japan lacks in widely dif- 


fused public demand for this progress 
she makes up in the closer centrali- 
zation of municipal government. 


The growth of a sqrt of state so- 


cialism (any other kind is tabooed by 
the police) may cause Japan's cities 
to outstrip American cities in taking

CITY CHARTER EVILS 


We do not believe in the policy o 


those who having made a mistake i 
favoring the adoption of the presen 
Charter, are now unwilling to adm: 
their mistake and cast the emir 
blame upon the electorate. 


The electorate is not to blame for th 


fact that three men under our presen 
charter are given entire control 
the destinies of our city. Neither 
the electorate to blame if the commis 
sjoners chosen under this charter ca 
devote a great part of their time t 
politics. 


Assuming that a commissioner wh. 


lives by politics is chosen to the mu 
nicipal council, he has a term of twi 
years in which to build up a politica 
machine to secure re-election. 


Is the electorate to blame for this 
Again, it is alleged that where the 


electorate sends such men to city hall 
it is useless to amend the charter for 
the reasons that the same class of 
men would be elected under any char- 
ter. 


That is a libel upon the electorate. 


The present charter puts in die hands 
of the office-holder a political weapon 
with which to defeat the will of people. 
A small body organized can defeat a 
great body unorganized. 
This explains 


•why political barnacles are elected in 
spite of the people. 


Let us look at the question in anoth- 


er light. Even under our present char- 
ter despite political machines, we have 
had one or two good men out of every 
board of five. 


Now suppose that we adopt Plan B 


and have a council of 15 members. 
Then, without any improvement in the 
•work of the electorate, we should have 
enough good men to defeat the schemes 
of the bad men. 


We should, moreover, have a mayor 


invested with the pow.er of veto over 
any scheme that might be considered 
against the best interests of the city. 
It would require a two-thirds vote, 
ten members, to overrule the mayor's 
veto. Here, then, would be several 
distinct safeguards tinder the new 
charter that cannot be provided tinder 
the present. 


Again, with the salary made nominal, 


we could induce representative men to 
run for office and they would not then 
have to fight' and scramble for election 
as such men have under the present 
charter. 


Besides, the ward representatives 


would serve as -watch-dogs against any 
scheme to rob the city so that the 
citizens would be notified whenever any 
such schemes were brought forward. 


Thus It appears to us, that it, is very 


silly to oppose a bona fide movement 
for the adoption of a new charter that 
is giving satisfaction in such cities as 
Cambridge and Lynn. The longer we 
tolerate present conditions the worse 
will it be for our city. Let us agree 
that we made a grievous mistake in 
adopting the present charter and has- 
ten to provide the necessary remedy 
in the light of nur dearly bought ex- 
periences. 


TRIBUTE TO AMERICANS 


The French war office with its usual 


chivalry and willingness to give the 
glory of battle to its allies, pays a 
high tribute to the work of the Ameri- 
cans and the tanks in recent opera- 
tions. Indeed, it would appear that 
after the praise given to Gen. Foch and 
Gen. 
Petain, most of the glory of the 


allied successes since July 18th is 
divided between the tank3 and the 
Americans. 
The tanks, we are told, 


drove into the hottest part of the bat- 
tle and recoiled from 
no obstacles. 


They attacked the center of resistances 
and the batteries of tile enemy under 
terrific fire. That practically sums up 
what has been said of the American 
attacks upon the enemy front. 


The most formidable of the German 


regiments were directed against the 
Americans, but were met with such 
vigorous resistance that they were eith- 
er cut to pieces or routed in disorder. 
In many cases in which the Americans 
achieved such victories they were un- 
aiderl even by tanks.

veil be established by the government, 
s owing to the present high cost of

'illing to assume the financial risk of 
taming an eating house in the par- 
cular locality in which it will be' of 
nost service to munition workers. 


Another consideration of importance 


the housing problem is, that the 


reat bulk of the people who are in 
earch of suitable domiciles are indi- 
idual men and women, not families, 
ence, it is not improbable that the 
overmnent arrangement for building 
enement houses to be occupied by 
amilies, may, not offer a complete 
olution of the housing problem. 
If 


ew houses are made available, there 
•ill be a rush for them by families 
•ho prefer new to old, who like the 
ocation of the new better than where 
hey reside at present, or, because they 
leed more i;ooms. 


This would simply fill up the new 
ouses and leave the old or less de- 
irable empty, something that would 


an injustice to the owners.

Collapses When Seized by Ex- 


ecutioners—Necessary 
to 


Prop Him Against Post 


AMSTERDAM, July 31.—Given two 


hours in which to prepare for the end. 
Nicholas Romanoff, 
former 
Russian 


emperor, was taken out by his execu- 
tioners in a state of such collapse that 
it was necessary to prop him against 
' a post, says the Lokal Anzeiger of 
Berlin, which claims to have "received 
from a high Russian personage an ac- 
count of the emperor's last hours. 


He was awakened at 5 o'clock on the 


morning of the day of his execution 
by a patrol of a non-commissioned 
officer and six men". He was told to 
dress and was then taken to a room 
where the decision of the soviet coun- 
cil was communicated to him. He was 
Informed that the execution would be 
carried out in two hours. 


He received the announcement of the 


sentence of death with great calmness. 
He returned to his bedroom and col- 
lapsed in a chair. After a few min- 
utes, he asked for a priest with whom 


- he was allowed to remain unattended. 


Subsequently he wrote several letters. 


When the escort arrived to take him 


to the place of execution, 
Nicholas 


attempted to rise from his chair, but 
was not able to do so. The priest and 
a soldier, were obliged to help him 
get to his feet. 
He descended the 


stairs with difficulty and once he fel! 
down. 


As he was unable to stand without 


support when the place of execution 
was reached, he was propped against 
a post. 
He raised his hands and 


seemed to be trying to speak, but the 
rifles spoke and he fell dead. 
WHAT THE BARBERS 


ARE UP AGAINST 


While the tonsorial artists in many 


surrounding1 towns are insistinK that 
the public pay double what they did 
a year ago for their artistic services, 
the local barbers have still kept their 
prices down to what they consider 
reasonable scale; 15c. for a shave, and 
35 for a hair cut. 


The war and the increased cost of 


Hving as well as materials used by 
the barbers are responsible for the in- 
crease in the cost of hair cuts and 
shaves. The cost of the materials he 
Viust use have gone from 25 per cent, 
in the case of massage 
cream, 
to 


nearly 50 per cent, in his hair-tonics 
and toilet waters, the 
chief 
ingredi- 


ents of which is alcohol. His rent Is 


75 per cent, higher, and h« mu§t pay 
more for labor than formerly. 


The scarcity of labor, however, 
is 


chiefly the reason why 
prices 
have 


been advanced, and if war conditions 
continue, they must needs go up again, 
'the ehop owners state. That is to say. 
due to so many barbers going to work 
in munition factories, the force in the 
different shops Is necessarily 
weak- 


ened, causing more work and longer 
hours for each 
individual employe, 


who In return for this latter, demands 
more pay, and in order to meet the 
demands of their employes, and also 
keep abreast with the ever-rising cost 
of materials, owners of the1 shops will 
be forced to raise their prices, or dis- 
continue business. 


However, at the present time, un- 


less conditions locally as regards la- 
bor grow worse, there is no further 
raise in prices contemplated. The sub- 
ject of closing Thursday afternoon and 
evening in common with the other lo- 
cal tradesmen is undej discussion, and 
seems likely to soon become 
a 
fact 


and that will lighten the labors of 
the barbers somewhat. 


President Curtin, of the local jour- 


neymen barbers' union, stated that if 
scarcity of help continues the price of 
hair cuts may jump to 75 cents or $1 
instead of 35 cents as at present.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—Ratifica- 


tion of the draft treaties between the 
United States and Great Britain and 
Canada were exchanged yesterday at 
London, it was officially stated at the 
state department. 
The treaties are 


effective from yesterday. 


It is estimated that 54,000 American 


citizens in the British empire, includ- 
ing 36,000 in Canada, and 250,000 Brit- 
ish subjects and CO,000 Canadians in 
the United States will be affected by 
the treaties. 


American citizens between the ages 


of 21 and 31—the American draft ages 
—resident in the British empire, will 
be given 60 days from yesterday in 
which to enlist, enroll or return to 
their own country for service, but 
after that time they will be subject 
to draft unless they have been grant- 
ed exemption by the American am- 
bassador as" provided in the treaties. 


AH British subjects and Canadians 


between the ages of 21 and 31 who 
have made declaration of intention to 
become citizens of the United States 


liable to service under 


the draft law, may dunnB_jhe

toys from fesierday, enlist or enroll 
voluntarily in the British or Canadian 
forces at any British or Canadian re- 
ruitfng station in the United States, 
or may leave the country for the pur- 
pose of military service in their own 
country.

Those between the ages'of 21 to 30, 


both inclusive, who have not made 
declaration of intention to become cit- 
izens o£ the United States and those 
of the age o£ 20 and of the ages, of 31 
to 44 both Inclusive, whether

tion, may have the same privilege dur- 
ing the next 60 days, if on or before 
July 30 they have been .required to 
register under the draft law. If not so 
required to register, they may exer-

"If within these periods of 60 and 


30 days," says the state department's

WASHINGTON, 
July 
31.—Because 


the American Red Cross, the Young 
Men's Christian association and other 
allied bodies doing war work in France 
are unable to obtain a sufficient num- 
ber of women workers, the war de- 
partment prohibition against granting 
passports to relatives of officers and 
men in the American Expeditionary 
Forces was modified yesterday by Gen. 
March, chief of staff, so as to permit 
sisters of soldiers to serve as workers 
under certain conditions. 


The order provides that the sisters 


must be, duly accredited members of 
one of the authorized organizations, 
must be particularly qualified for the 
work to be done, 
must 
be sent to 


France as workers and not as relatives, 
must make no effort to visit, relatives 
in France, whether sick or well, must 
be returned home by the organization 
to which they belong if they violate the 
rules laid down by the department, 
and must automatically be returned 
home if they marry officers or soldiers 
in the American Expeditionary Forces 
after their arrival abroad.

in France—Will Save Lives 
of Many Aviators 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 


FRANCE. Tuesday, July 30.—(By 
tha 


Associated Press) 
Captain Sarret. a 


French aviator, has carried 
out 
th» 


first experiment on -record of 
falling 


from a moving airplane with a para- 
chute. He dropped 600 metres'with an 
umbrella 12 yards in 
diameter 
and 


landed safely. 
He occupied and fell 


from the observer's position. 
Similar 


experiments for the pilot will be un- 
dertaken soon. 


The aviator crawled out of his seat 


when the plane 
was 
above smooth, 


ground and hung: by his hands, with 
the parachute lirmly attached to 
his 


body and lightly attached to the 
air- 


plai.c. When he jumped the parachuta 
opened perfectly and bore'him gently 
to the ground where he landed um 
harmed. This is the first time that an 
aviator has jumped from a 
machina 


with a parachute. Experiments which 
have been carried on during the past 
have been made "with sandbags which 
were cut loose at varying heights. 


Although the trial was made at 
a 


height of 800 metres, it is declared 
there is no obstacle to jumping 
a 


greater distance since the parachuta 
has an even better chance 
to open. 


When successful, the 
employment o( 


parachutes will save the lives of many 
aviators. Airmen will be able to leava 
their flaming machines and will not 
meet death as did Major Raoul Luf- 
berry on May 19. 


Captain Sarrett was in the air about 


three minutes after he had cut loosa 
from the airplane;

upon landing and wrote a brief mes- 
sage describing his sensations during 
his descent.

papers had been bought with German 
money, America would never have en- 
tered the war. 
He asserted that he 


had favored acquisition and conduct of 
a group of papers along 
legitimate 


lines, to present the German side of 
the war to American readers. 


He testified that he did not approve 


of the German government buying the 
New York Evening Mail, and said that 
William Bayard Hale, American head 
of the German information service in 
1915, 
agreed with him when the sub- 


ject was broached at conferences of 
the German leaders, early

1915. 


His proposal, Viereck said, was that 
an influential morning paper be 
ob- 


tained in New York.

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RAILROAD PLANS 


•Work May Soon Start on 


$1,000,000 Freight Yard at 
Middlesex Village 


City's Bridge Rights at Old 


Ferry Road Seem to Have 
Been Preserved 


There is good prospect that the sub- 


ordinates of Director-General McAdoo, 
thft construction officials of the Boston 
A Maine railroad. In other words, may 
be able to start building Lowell's 
fourth huge freight yard for which a 
million-dollar loan from the federal 
treasury has been made, within the 
next four weeks. 


On July 24 a public hearing before 


the Massachusetts Public Utilities com- 
mission was held in Boston to receive 
CM petition of the road that It be al- 
lowed to take the land of IS different 
property owners in the part of Lowell 
known as Middlesex Village, accord- 
Ing to a plan filed with the commis- 
sion, for railroad purposes. 
Neither 


the Lowell city government nor the 
Board of Trade were represented at 
this hearing, each perhaps considering 
its attendance unnecessary. 


Ordinarily the public utilities com- 


mission 
might 
leisurely 
wait 
six 


months before handing down its deci- 
sion as tp whether the Boston & Maine 
should be allowed to take this land. 
but inasmuch as this is in war time 
and this railroad is indirectly being 
administrated by Uncle Sam himself, an 
expeditious decision may be expected, 
undoubtedly within four weeks. 


Jf this were peace time and the com- 


mission granted the road this right the 
next procedure might be for the Boa- 
ton & Maine's real estate agent. Earl 
A. Ryder of Boston, or his assistant to 
«all on the property owners and find 
out what they would take for the por- 
tion of their property alongside the 
track that the road's surveyors have 
mapped out as being the land the road 
roust havfi to create its new freight 
yard here. 
But this is war time and it must not 


be forgotten1 that this land is to be 
paid for 
with 
government money. 


Many citizens here are 
inclined 
to 


think an attache of the director-gen- 
eral's office'. "Washington, may be sent 
here to represent, as it so happens, 
both the United States treasury and 
.the director-general. Such an official 
might call on a committee of five Low- 
ell real estate men to appraise the 
land in Middlesex Village, and the own- 
ers would then receive their award 
baaed on the appraisals of the local 
real estate experts. 
This is a pro- 


cedure which has been done in other 
parts of the country in similar cases. 


Superintendent Mooney 


Supt. William P. Mooney of 
the 


southern division of the Boston & 
Maine was interviewed on the subject 
of the new freight yard in this city 
by The Sun yesterday. 
He said he 


was not in a position at the present 
time to give much information. From 
what he did say, however, this much 
is learned: 


Although the contemplated purchase 


of land allows for many other tracks 
to be built, the railroad, on this proj- 
ect, will probably build not more than 
two tracks on the river side of the 
main line (Nashua and Lowell railroad, 
of which the Boston £ Maine is lessee) 
and two tracks on the other side of the 
main line. These four tracks will start 
from a point near the John C. Myers 
thread works and continue north to a 
point near the Shaw machine plant now 
owned by the American Woolen com- 
pany. The distance between these two 
points is well over a mile. 


Land for this trackage must be cut 


off from property now owned by IS dif- 
ferent owners, who are as follows: 
"Wilhelmina and Paula Mendik, Harriet 
8. Smith. Costikyan Carpet corpora- 
tion. Joseph F. Cote, Isai Gauthier, De- 
borah, Boudreau. Mary A- and Susan E. 
. Tyler. Judge Samuel P. Hadley. Chan- 
ning A. Frost, Sarah Stack. Fisher H. 
Pearson. Joseph H. dough, Jerry and 
Marie La France. Llllie S. Cutler. 
Crestes M'. Pratt, the Ayer mills. Addie 
E. Cashin1 and Thomas J. Roche. All 
this land is west of the main line. 


Curiously enough, in the taking of 


all this great area of land the road 
finds it will have to remove only two 
houses. At the hearing- in Boston last 


week on the road's^ petition, some of 
the above owners were present and 
asked questions of Information. 
No 


protests from property owners were 
heard at this meeting. There has been 
no formal meeting of the property 
owners and no concerted action by 
them toward making a protest. 
From 
investigation among them, nearly all 
seem confident the United States gov- 
ernment, through its department of 
railroads, will do what is just and fair 
In reimbursing them for the land ta- 
ken. 
Property owners who talked were 
frank in saying they believed the tak- 
ing of this land would ruin the rest 
of their property tor residential pur- 
poses after the big yard was built. 


At the present time the Boston & 


Maine railroad by moans of a contrac- 
tor is busy double-tracking the cut-off 
known as Stony Brook branch, a 13- 
mile link between the main line at a 
point a short distance above Lowell 
and Ayer. This is now an exceedingly 
busy piece of road. A train one way 
or the other passes over its iron every 
30 minutes of the 24 hours. .Supt. 
Mooney said it was included in the Bos- 
ton & Maine's plans that the thousands 
of carloads of dirt excavated to double- 
track the Stony Brook branch would 
be hauled down to this part of the 
main line where the new yard is to be 
built and used for filling. The nature 
of this land where the tracks arc to be 
located is such that it will cost thou- 
sands of dollars to bring it to grade for 
the new tracks, but the railroad thus 
"makes one hand wash the other" by 
taking its dirt from an excavation to 
make this fill. , 
Four-Track Yard 


The road hopes this new four-track 


yard will be finished so it can be used 
this fall. 
It ie planned that it can be 


used to store 85 passenger cars daily 
and 290 freight cars. 
Plans for the 


yard include building of a monster en- 
gine house with 40 pits to accommodate 
40 or more engines, this to be built a 
short distance north of the Middlesex 
railroad station. 
It is probable ade- 


quate repair shops must also be built 
in connection with the roundhouse. The 
road has already built a culvert near 
the Middlesex station and an aerial wa- 
ter tank.

of Ukraine had secreted their stores
